REE PLANTING URGED 


Week of March 4 Will Be Set Aside for Ever 


to Aid in Work of Reforestation 


California tree-planting week will be observed for the first time 
March 4 to 10,.aceording to an announcement received yesterday by the 
agricultural départment of the Chamber of Commerce, which is co- 
operating with this desirable move to beautify further the roads, yards 


and public grounds of the State. 
State officials are asking resi- 
dents to plant trees or lodges and 
family groups to set out parks and 
plant in waste places. It is pe- 
culiarly fitting that the State of 
California hold a  tree-planting 
week, as its earliest settlers, the 
mission fathers, systematically 
taught the people to plant and cul- 
tivate fruit-bearing and ornamental 
trees that ta this day in many of 
our California cities still live and 
enrich their communities. 
NATIONAL PLAN 
Although the plan is national! in 
scope, California may take special 
pride in the occasion owing to the 
fact that no other State can boast. 
such a variety of trees. Southern 
California alone’ has fifty-seven 
species, the Sierra Nevada range, 
fifty-two; the Great Valley, four- 
teen, and the Central and North 
Coast range, 108, and of these, 
forty-nine may be termed typical- 
ly Californian, according to Dr. 


|W. L. Jepson of the University of 


California, leading dendrologist. 

There is another reason why 
Southern California can join 
heartily in this movement. Its 
denuded mountains are a fire and 
flood menace, as Dr. George P. 
Clements, manager of the agricul- 
tural department of the chamber, 
and other ardent advocates of re- 
forestation have pointed out. The 
serious need for replanting trees 
has been recognized by the county 
forester whose work Dr. Clements 
reports upon favorably. As dem- 
onstrated in San Dimas Canyon, 50 
per cent of the original plantings 
of pines 3 years of age are flour- 
ishing. None of the trees that 
survived the first year is dead and 
when these are thinned out will 
make splendid timber material. 

IDEA FAVORED 

The commercial aspects of such 

Plantings are apparent and owing 


to the fact that United States is 
cutting timber er than it is 


Planting new growths, tree-plant- 


ing week has been urged by organ- 
izations such as the California As- 
sociation of Nurserymen, clubs, 
schools and community organiza- 
tions. 

As is pointed out by Dr. Clem- 
ents, reforestation carried on ex- 
tenslvely on the plans developed by 
the county forester in San Dimas at 
a cost of $25 to $30 an acre will 
bring a revenue of hundreds of

thousands of dollars in timber fifty 
years from now. 

Advocates of tree-planting week 
particularly urge upon citizens of 
the country that they plant the 
waste places as did the founders of 
this country, thereby enriching the 
nation financially.

The new esti- 
mates of the bureau as of July 1, 1923, are just out and Los Angeles, 
even by the unusually conservative estimates of the government, goes 
to a total population of 666,863. San Francisco gets a rating of 88. 
038, an increase over the estimate of July 1, 1922, of $246 as against 
an increase for Los Angeles over the estimate of the same date of 
31,087. i 
In each case there were no additions of territory and this indicates 
the regular growth of both cities. Los Angeles now leads San Fran- 
cisco on the new official gee by 125,815 and thus Los Angeles leads 
the entire Pacific Coast both South 
greater margin than ever. 
Los Angeles’ growth in the estimates jast submitted is greater 
numerically than any city during the past year 
York alone and in percentage js even growing faster than the greatest 
new world metropolis. Figures are not available for the increase in 
population of Los Angeles county, but population experts 
about the same ratio of growth prevails and that with the astounding 
Beach, the beach cities, Pasadena 
of the county, the figures if compiled would show tremendous gains.

Postponement of the recently de- 
clared 1% per cent dividend nod 
the common stock of the Globe 
Grain and Milling Company pre- 
cipitated a flurry m the stock on 
the Los Angeles Stock Exchange 
yesterday when the action of the 
board of directors became definite- 
ly know. Globe common opened 
at 72%, and sold down to 66, rally- 
ing to a close of 72%. The opin- 
ion was general, however, that the 
decline would have been more pro- 
nounced but for an announcement 
issued by Will E. Keller, president 
of the company justifying the reso- 
lution holding the dividend pay- 
ment in abeyance on the basis of 
strong representations made by in- 
terested stockholders to conserve 
the company’s cash until the mill- 
ing business should completely 
emerge from the grip of the late 
period of depression. While the 
company reported a net profit of 
$464,000 in the last six months of 
1922, or an amount cOnsiderably in 
excess of the first six months’ busi- 
ness, it is held that the financial 
condition should be more strong- 
ly intrenched before dividends on 
the common are actually resumed. « 
The original decision of the di- 
rectors in declaring the initial pay- 
ment of 1% per cent payable April 
1, or at the rate of 5 per cent an- 
nually, was founded on insistent 
demands from small stockholders 
for dividends. In the belief that 
the company was on a basis sound 
enough to warrant such an action, 
the directors acquiesced, but on 
further deliberation, according to 
the company’s statement, it has 
been found that a more conserva- 
tive position would be for the best 
interests of the stockholders. 

When dividends are actually re- 
sumed, it is possible that the an- 
nual rate will be 6 per cent in- 
stead of 5 per cent, in Mr. Keller's 
opinion. 

Dividends were paid on the com- 
mon stock.from March 1, 1903, un- 
til Jan. 1, 1921, when business con- 
ditions necessitated a suspension of 
payments. Regular dividends are 
paid on the first preferred and sec- 
ond preferred stocks. 


COTTON I8 STRONGER 

Better spot demand, coming 
principally from Japanese buyers, 
inspired a substantial rise in the 
cotton market during the past 
weck, May options selling within a 
few points of the season's high at 
29.05. Spot cotton completed the 
week at 28.60 cents, up 50 nts; 
March closed at 28.40, up 48; May 
at 28.78, up 49; July, 28.30; up 69; 
October at 25.91, up 63 and De- 
cember 25.70, up 64 points. 

The entrance of the Japanese 
buyers into the spot market is the 
first appearance in two years and 
their demands were of sufficient 
volume to bid the market up sharp- 
ly. Domestic buyers were attract- 
ed to some extent, after the publi- 
cation of the government report 
showing that January consumption 
of in excess of 600,000 bales was 
the highest mark attained in one 
month in the history of the cot- 
ton industry, with one exception. 

A firm export demand also con- 
tributed to the strength of the 
market, with European buyers 
evincing a tendency to purchase as 
much cotton as possible at present 

to ald in supplying the defi- 
ciency in foreign stocks, It is ex- 
pected that the foreign demand 
will be heavily expanded soon, 
which will cause active bidding for 
the available portion of the world’s 
stocks. It is estimated that the 
world’s carryover will be reduced 
to around 6,000,000 bales this year.

Christ, while called a yisionary, 
was eminently practical. He rec- 
ognized God's law of rewards and 
taught the folly of idleness. 

The nobleman who plays a lead- 
ing part in the parable called ten 
servants, gave them a pound each 
(about $15) and commanded them 
to trade with the money until he 
returned. 

When he came home he called 
them to account. 

The first had been diligent and 
had multiplied his pound ten 
times; he was commended for his 
good work and given authority 
over ten cities. 

The second reported that his 
pound had earned five pounds; he 
was given authority over five cities. 
The third brought back his pound 
carefully wrapped in a napkin, He 
had done nothing with it and, as 
usual, attempted to excuse himself 
by shifting the blame on to an- 
other—in this case on to the noble- 
man who had entrusted him with 
the money. He was not only re- 
buked and condemned, but his 
pound was taken from him and 
given to the one who had ten 
pounds. 

When some protested at what 
they regarded as unfair treatment, 
Christ replied with the sentence 
that has aroused so much difference 
of opinion: 

“I say 8 that unto every 
one which hath shail be given; 
and from him that hath not, even 
that he hath shal: be taken away 
from him.“ 


THE DIVINE LAW OF REWARDS 


Christ did rot come to overthrow 
the law of merit: why? Because it 
is in accord with the law of God. 
There is a Divine law of rewards. 

Intelligence and industry com- 
bine co produce results. Leaving 
out the element of chance, which 
sometimes seems inexplicable but 
which is more often explained by 
an intelligence or industry unob- 
se „ & man succeeds in propor- 
tion as he applies intelligence and 
industry to his work. 

Take, for instance, ten farmers 
with farms of equal size and of 
equal productiveness. 

Other things being equal, their 
relative prosperity at the end of a 
term of years will be measured by 
the intelligence and industry with 
which they labor. If they are ex- 
actty equal in the intelligence em- 
ployed, they will differ according to 
their industry: if they were equally 
industrious, they will differ accord- 
ing to their intelligence. 

Of course, we are speaking now 
only of the amount produced. There 
is another factor that enters inte 
prosperity, namely, the use that is 
made of the income. Those who 
economize and reinvest their in- 
come fare better than those who al- 
low their expenses to keep pace 
with their income.

It must also be remembered that 
the circumstances that surround a 
man may enter into the question of 
suving. A person with a family 
cannot be expected to save as much 
as one who has no dependents. 
Aan then, too, some will 
mouey that ought to be spent in 
self-mprovement and in the im- 
provement of the family, while 
others, by spending needlessly and 
foolishly, may waste money that 
ought to be saved.

The time may come when all 
will be so in love with work for 
work's sake that the stimulous of 
reward may not be ne to 
comrpel exertion; or, rather, the in- 
ward satisfaction may be sufficient 
without any pecuniary return. Bat 
Christ was dealing with conditions 
as they existed then, and the same 
conditions exist today. The busi- 
ness of the world would be com- 
pletely derangec if the indolent 
and the active received equal re- 
wards. 

In the parable of the laborers 
the reward was the same regard- 
less of the time when the labor- 
er began his work in the vine- 
yard. Some have criticized the jus- 
tice of this plan of payment, but 
that parable was intended to convey 
a different truth. 


It taught » very important les- 
son, viz., that God's call can be 
responded to at any time and if the 
response is honest and sincere, the 
laborer will not be turned away. 
Neither will the full reward be de- 
Ynied to him, so far as the future 
is concerned, but those who come 
late lose the joy of service—a very 
serious loss and one which the la- 
borer himself may regret when he 
sees how easy Christ's yoke is and 
how light is His burden, 

In the parable of the pounds the 
one who made no use of his money 
lost it—i* was transferred to the 
one who had proven himself most 
deserving. Moral:

It is ‘worth while to dwell for a 
moment upon the punishment vis- 
ited upon the slothful servant. 
Our talents differ. The Declara- 
tion of Independence declares that 
“all men are created equal:“ they 
are equal before the law. No mat- 
ter whether they come into the 
world rich or poor; no matter 
whether they are born into favor- 
able or unfavorable environment:

government or the government 
comes into contact with them the 
law can and should make no dis- 
tinction between them. 

But a small part of human life 
comes under the domain of gov- 
ernment; the larger part is lived 
entirely outside the jurisdiction of 
human courts. No law can create 
equality tn physical strength, men- 
tal ability or in moral worth. The 
ideal, a thing entirely above and 
beyond human control, means, 
much more to man than the form 
of government under which he 
lives; so much more that one with 
worthy ideals may be happy in 
spite of the worst of governments, 
while one with wrong ideals may 
be miserable under the best of gov- 
ernments, 

In the parable under considera- 
tion the defect was evidently a 
heart defect—a defect of purpose. 
There is no reason to believe that 
the man with one talent had lived 
up to his possibilities. On the 
contrary, the rebuke was admin- 
istered because he had not im- 
proved his opportunities. 

The man who had added five tal- 
ents was commended, though he 
had cnly made half as much as the 
one who had added ten. And 80 
this man with one talent given and 
one returned would have been com- 
mended if he had done the best he 
could. The question is not, there- 
f whether we can do as much 
1 but are we doing all that 
we can? 

God requires of us according ro 
our several abilities and opportun- 
ities. 

The minister for instance, may 
be expected to win more souls than 
the layman because he is better 
prepared and devotes his whole 
time to soul-winning. But he 
oniv required to show 100 per cent 
of zeal; the same percentage is re- 
quired of the layman. 

If. for any reason, it is possible 
for any laymen to do more than 
any preachers, their responsibility 
is not fully met unless they do ac- 
complish more.

Those with work 
to do wait for helpers who can 
prove their worth—opportunities 
are open in every walk of life, 
along every line of work.

Some very interesting and 4ifmfi- 
cult questions arisé as to when to 
bid over a double. Some players 
believe that the partner of the 


Player whose bid has been 
doubled should always pass, irre- 
spective of the type of hand that 
he hold, and only bid on the 
second or subsequent rounds. Such 
tactics, however, are unsound. It 
the hang justifies it, a bid should 
be made at once over a double, to 
give partner accurate and correct 
information at the first opportunity. 
If the player passes at this stage 
of the bidding, he should never be 
in a position to make — bid 
on subsequent rounds, , by 
that time, the bidding may be too 
high to justify a bid by him. For 
these reasons, with any of several 
well-defined types of hands, part- 
ner of the player whose bid has 
been doubled must bid and bid at 
once. His failure to bid at the 
first Faden is taken to mean 
— he hasn't any of these hold- 


The first type of hand that justi- 
fies a bid over a double is a bid of 


any suit as good as an original bid. 


For example, assume one Spade 

bid by dealer and a double by sec- 

ond hand. With the following: | 
Hearts—A, K. 7, 6, 2 
Clubs—J, 10, 4, 3 
Diamonds—K, 7 


des—-7, 

third hand should bid two Hearts. 
Such a bid over the double shows 
first, an original bid; and second, 
lack of assistance for the Spade 
suit. With the following: 

Hearts—J, 10, 4, 

Clubse—A, K. 7, 6, 2 

Diamonds K. 

Spades—7, 2 
third hand should bid one No 
Trump over the double rather than 
twa Clubs. Such a bid indicates 
first, as good as an original No 
Trump; and second, lack of as- 
sistance for the Spade suit. With 
the following: 


third hand should bid three Spades 
over the double. Such a bid indi- 
cates marked preference for 
partner Spade suit and a desire 
to shut’ out the Heart bid by part- 
ner of the doubler. 

When the dealer bids one No 
Trump and second hand doubles, 
the requirements for an overbid by 
third hand are practically the same 
as in case of an overbid of a suit 
double. In the examples follow- 
ing, assume a bid of ene No Trump 
by dealer and a double by second 
hand. With the following: 

Hearts-—-10, 8 
Clubse—A, K. 9, 7, 3 
Dia mond — J. 9, 
Spades — 10. 9, 4 
third hand should bid two Clubs, 


—whichever may appear m 
pedient. The point is, the 
two Clubs or of any other suit 
over the double indicates as good 
as an original bid; that is, two 
quick tricks either in the suit bid 
or one in the suit and one outside 
trick. Such exact information over 
the double is most important to 
Ar and always should be given. 
ith the following: 
Hearte—7, 3 


Spades—-4,

Trump at once over the double. 
Such a bid indicateg a set up minor 
suit and a desire to Bhut out a ma- 
jor sult bid by opponents. With 
the following: 

Hearte—K, 7, 6 

Clubse—A, 4,

Spades—K, J. 4 
third hand should redouble. With 
such a strong hand, it is a certainty 
that he and his partner have by far 
the most strength of the combined 
hands and that the doubler is in 
a bad position. It should be noted 
in this cunnection that a redouble 
by a third hand in no way releases 
the partner of the doubler from 
bidding. He must bid irrespective 
of the redouble. These points will 
be covered more in detail the 
article on the redouble. 

With other hands of less strength 
than thease specified, partner of 
the player whose bid has been 
doubled should pass. If his part- 
ner desires Bigs to bid a weak 
hand, he can foree him to do so 
by doubling ‘the bid made in re- 
sponse to the double. 

For example, dealer bids one No 
Trump, second ha doubles, third 
hand passes, fourth hand bids two 
Clubs, and the dealer doubles. Such 
a double is an informatory double 
and the dealer's partner must bid 
his long sult, trrespective of its 
strength. It should be noted that 
any double of an adverse suit bid 
of one, two or three, or of an ad- 
verse one No Trump bid, if made

BOARD APPRAISALS 
AID TO MANY CITIES 


During the past year the Stock- 
ton Realty Board's appraisal com- 
mittee made appraisals totaling 
$1,773,000 for the city of Stockton, 
according to the news departmerg 
of the California Real Estate Asso- 
ciation. These appraisals were 
made free of charge to the city.

Butter is Scarce in the 
European Breakfast 


HAVE not yet tried the bacon, although 

I have visited the piggeries and sigughter 
houses where it is killed, but I eat great 
gobs of the butter for my first breakfast 
each morning and the two eggs I order are 
so big they make a full meal. They are 
almost as big around as tennis balls and 
warranted fresh from pedigreed hens. This 
is the first country I have visited in my 
tour where I have been given enough buat- 
ter to supply the appetite of the daintiest 
Americal girl. Here in Europe the hotels 
serve one’s first meal in his bedroom. This 
consists of a little pot of coffee and some 
bread and butter, with eggs upon order 
for an extra charge. In Paris my butter 
Meonsicted of three or four shavings no 
— 1 the corkscrew curis with which 
some our belles adorn their foreheads; 
or instead, as many balls of butter, each as 
big as the end of my middle finger. It was 
the same in and in Berlin the 
butter balls were limited to three. Tais, 
it must be remembered, was at the high- 
priced hotels where one’s room and meals 
cost as much as in the first class hotels of 
New York. = 

They do it far better in Denmark. How 
Denmark has accomplished these wonders, 
by means of co-operative societies. in which 
all the farmers take part, I shall describe in 
my letter that follows.

Epilepsy 
RTHUR BRISBANE—who has become 
quite a “booster” for “wonderful medi- 
cal discoveries” writes: 
“Here is news from Dr. Carson, head of 
the psychological department of the Uni- 
versity of Chicago. It will cheer many that 
are downhearted. 
“Inherited epilepsy probably will be con- 
trolled, perhaps prevented. The epilepsy is 
caused by functional failure of the parathy- 
roid glands. These glands can be stimu- 
lated by injection of an alkaline solution 
and by careful supervision of diet. 
“Epilepsy has cursed millions, including 
some of the greatest men, and thus far it 
has baffled science. When science learns 
more about the glands, only lately ignored 
and considered unimportant, many diseases 
will be conquered.” 
“Probably controlled” and “perhaps pre 
ted.“ Perhaps. 
Note that there is to be “careful super 
vision of diet.” That is the main thing. 
But what kind of diet? 
Epilepsy can never be cured without the 
adoption of a rational diet. 
For instance, salt is poison to epileptica, 
for the reason that it tends to obstruct the 
circulation of the blood. The same is true 
of all foreign matter injected into the blood

Hydrophobia is exceedingly rare; so rare 
that pound keepers in cities like Boston, 
New York, Philadelphia, Chicago and Den- 
ver, after being bitten scores of hundreds of 
times, have never seen any such thing as 
hyprophobia. Sending heads or carcasses 
of dogs to laboratories usually “brings re- 
sults,” although it is only a few months 
since anyone pretended to identify the germ 
of rabies. The Pasteur institutes are mer 
cenary grafts. A celebrated French physt- 
cian has said: “Pasteur does not cure hy- 
drophobia; he gives it.” A correspondent 
of an eastern publication writes: 

“The only result of the establishment of 
a Pasteur institute in any part of the world 
has been an enormous increase of cases 
and deaths reported to have occurred from 
hydrophobia, and the one country where 
there has been no single case reported for 
years is England, where, thanks to the pro- 
tests of the antivivisectionists, there Ts no 
Pasteur institute to play upon the credulity 
of the ignorant.

Another frequent mistake is in not hav- 
ing the trees planted according to the most

N has been a common observation in new- 
ly planted orchards to see the grower run- 
ning one furrow for each tree row, per 
haps notching in for each tree. Such a prac- 
tice is no doubt satisfactory for the first 
two or three months, but after that period 
it will result in a decided detriment to the 
development of the trees. In establishing 
an orchard it should be the desire of the 
grower to maintain the trees in such h 

and vigor that they will grow without 
interruption. If a young tree has its mois- 
ture supply confined to within a radius of 
a few inches or feet from its roots the 
possibilities for root growth and expansion 
are limited. It is much like planting a tree 
in atub. A soil which is only moist around 
the tree over a small area can only have 
the roots develop within that area. It would 
be far better to have one furrow on each 
side and, within a short time; to have two 
on each side, so that the soil-moisture sup- 
ply will always be beyond the root devel 
opment. This enables the trees o grow In 
all the vigor which they should possess. 


As the trees grow older, every effort 
should be devoted to supplying moisture tc 
the entire possible root area. Instead oi 
running furrows in one direction only, e 
desirable practice is to cross-furrow in the 
opposite direction, in order to supply water 
to a greater area. Some growers have ex 
tension-furrowing outfits which enable the 
placing of furrows under the trees and clos 
er to the trunks.

“For peaches, spray either with Bordeaux 
mixture, 6-6-50 formula, plus two pounds of 
powdered basic lead arsenate to fifty gal- 
lons of the mixture, or liquid lime sulphur, 
%1 formula, For the apricots, spray with 
Bordeaux mixture (5-5-50) plus two pounds 
of powdered basic lead arsenate to each 50 
gallons of the mixture. Recent investiga- 
tions have shown that lime sulphur is detri- 
mental to apricot trees, producing a trouble 
designated as “sulphur sicknesa” and so it 
should not be used. 

' “Another disease which appears to be se- 
rious is peach and apricot scab. It forms 
numerous small, circular, sooty spots, some- 
times confined to one portion of the fruit, 
and at other times scattered over the whole 
surface. Fruit affected with this disease 
is eo unsightly that it ie practically worth- 
less. The standard spring spray will not 
control this disease. It can be controlled by 
spraying with self boiled lime sulphur. For 
Gary varieties, spray one month after the 
petals drop; for midseason varieties, spray 
one month after the petals drop, and a 
second time three weeks later; and for late 
varieties, spreay the same as for midsea- 
son varieties, with the addition of a third 
application a month later. 

“The Codlin moth is the worst insect pest 
of the apple and pear. It can be controlled 
by spraying first just as the petals are drop- 
ping, using two and one-half pounds pow- 
Vered or five pounds paste arsenate of lead 
to 100 gallons of water. A second spraytig 
should be given three weeks later, at the 
same strength, and a third apray two weeks 
later, using a weaker atrength, two pounds 
of powdered or four pounds of paste ar- 
senate of lead to 100 gallons of water be- 
ing recommended, In the Antelope Valley 
the acid arsenate of lead can be used on 
‘account of the dry atmosphere. —

line is formed mostly of cliffs 
whose edce warm dry mesa lands re- 
cede to pastoral hills, depressed valleys, 
high plateaus and brashy mountain slopes. 
Hut breaking the brown wall at various 
points are coves, canyadas and the mouths 
of widening river valleys. Were our rivers 
deep, navigable streams, there would be 
wide estuaries extending from the sea to 
such sites as those of Los Angeles and 
Santa Ana. But our freak streams, upside 
down most of the time, dry here, wet there, 
and fond of going on sprees with Jupiter 
Vluvius, make only cienagas, swamps and 
duck ponds as they near the sca. 

This peculiarity renders worthless in 
their natural state thousands upon . thou- 
sands of acres in the choicest commercial 
locations. Every valley and canyada open- 
ing upon the sea from hos Angeles to San 
Mego has its spoiled area of shallow 
bayou and swamp. immense value at- 


taches to some of these regions. Bay ex- 


tension on the one hand and drainage on 
the other are moving along apace toward 
the reclamation of the more important lo- 
cations for navigation, industrial sites and 
agriculture. The swamp lands are in most 
instances hedged by mesas and hills now 
making but a poor productive return be- 
cause of lack of irrigating water. Drain- 
age projects, therefore, widen out in- 
evitably into dual purpose reapportion- 
ments of nature's water supply, removing 
an excess here and supplying a dearth 
there, toward the placing of the diverse 
areas on a prospering productive basis. 

Whereas the swamp lands near the ter- 
minals of the Los Angeles and San Gabriel 
rivers are destined for utilization as sites 
for the rapidly increasing factories, foun- 
dries and industrial plants, the broad de- 
pressed valley-end of the Santa Ana River, 
between the city of Santa Ana and the 
beach towns, is most important at present 
for agricultural purposes. 

A number of drainage districts have been 
organized for the reclamation of this ex- 
tensive catch-hasin. Already many thou- 
sands of acres have been converted from 
marsheer and alkali flats into rich fields pro- 
ducing a variety of valuable crops. Land 
condemned to idleness and _  uselessness, 
unsafe for habitation because of the ‘stax- 
nant pools and the frequent floods, prov- 
ing only of benefit in an indirect fashion 
to the sporting interests of a few gun clubs, 
are now being converted, by a simple and 
inexpensive system of ditching and dredg- 
ing. into rich farms and attractive resi- 
dence regions. 

The methods and results of the Delhi 
drainage district, the appreciation in value 
of the 8000 and some acres within this dis- 


complete solution 

Before drainage was started the region 
was a swampy waste serving no useful end 
whatsoever except for the occasional pas- 
turing of cattle. The worst spots were 
hogs overgrown with tules and cat-tails, 
the next worst were flats of “soda” land, 
white with alkali or deeply carpeted witn 
salt grass; the best spots were meadows 
of wire grass. The winter rains converted 
the entire area into dangerous quagmires. 
In flood years, the waters of the Santa 
Ana River spread over most of the land 
and piled up to a depth of four feet. Be- 
fore drainage the very best of it could be 
bought for $50 or $60 per acre. and it was 
not worth that; value attzebhed to it sim- 
ply because of commercial location and 
the assurances of a better future. 

‘Then, fifteen years ago, the owners of 
the land formed a drainage district. They 
levied an assessmeat, bought dredges and 
proceeded to scoop out great open drains. 
Gradually, as the work proceeded, the 


water was drawn off from one biock of

land after another, until the owners found 
themselves realizing the happy dream of 
possessing tillable fields whose value was 
mounting by leaps and bounds. 

The district is now honeycombed by a 
maze of ditches from ten to fourteen feet 
deen, all emptying into a main drain that 
carries the water through a sixty-foot cut 
into Newport Bay. The drains are as nu- 
merous as roads, or more so More are 
being dug each year-as the pian ot re- 
clamation proceeds. 

The drains present a rather startling ap- 
pearance, trenching hugely across the 
fields with the excavated earth piled in a 
solid ridge on one side. The old ones are 
cluttered up with dense growths of tules, 
reeds, weeds and bushes. They are pop 
lar habitations for froge, and even min 
nows may be seen in some of the pools. 
The water is clear and evidently of a fair 
degree of purity. 

Several dredges are at work most of 
the time, keeping the main drains cleared 
out and excavating new ones. These are 
huge motor vehicles about the size of mov- 
ing vans. They creep along the ditches 
like giant frog-eaters, continually reaching 
their long beaks down in search of hapless 
victims for their insatiable appetites. A 
large claw-shovel at the end of a steel 
crane grabs a cubic yard or two of mud 
in the bottom of the ditch. The crane 
then rises, the body of the dredge gyrates 
and places the shovelful along the side of 
the ditch or across the road. One dredge 
operated by two men makes about four 


telephone poles of distance a day, lower- 
ing the ditch four or five feet. The operat- 
ing cost is about $20. 

This cost, as well as other expenses of 
the district, is met by a levying of taxes, 
pro-rated according to reclaimed acreage. 
In 
fact, the president of the district told me 
that their expense in geiting rid of water 
is not nearly as high as that of most re- 
gions to obtain water. 

The system of open ditches is not neces- 
sarily permanent. it is, however, the 
simplest and cheapest means of draining 
the land. As the wealth of the district in- 
creases, tile drains will probably be in- 
stalled, the ditches filled in, and the acre- 
age now lost in open ditches made — 
duce also. 

The effect of drainage has been very re- 
markable. Expressed in figures, it has 
brought up the value of the land from 
around $50 to $500 an acre— multiplied the 
value ten times. 
the value of their acres in the neighhbor- 
hood of $1000. While a part of this valua- 
tion accrues from location, the major part 
of it is determined by productivity. What 
drainage has actually accomplished is both 
to lower the water table and to carry away 
the alkali. Whereas, before, a hole

not be dug, but what water seeped inte it 
and rose to the top. now the water table, 
except during the rainy season, is but little 
above the bottom of the drains. That is, 
the water has been lowered eight or ten 
feet. 

This splendid result enables the success- 
ful farming of the land t a considerable 
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pumps, to the water they need. They not 
only get rid of their saturation devil, but 
in chasing him out they make him con- 
tribute to their prosperity! 

Dozens cf little pumping plants operate 
along the drains. The supply of water ix 
apparently inexhaustible. Some of the 
ranchers use it also for domestic purposes, 
claiming that it is as fresh and pure as 
could reasonably be desired. The water 
trickles into truckloads of beets: celery, 
tomatoes, and flows in la¢teal compound 
through great creamer Yet with ali 
that is used, 200 inches are ever running to 
waste into Newport Bay. 

Not five miles to the east and south the 
extensive range of coastal hills begins, di- 
versified by lovely valleys and leve! mesas. 
cooled in summer and moderated in winter 
by the balmy breath of the sea. This is 
the unccnquered domain of mighty 
ranchos, agxregating hundreds of thou- 
sands of acres in a few names. Not all of 
these empires are arable; probably from 
% to 75 per cent of the land is too rough 
for anything except cattle range. The 
fraction of the arable part that is culti- 
vated is dry farmed to grain and hay; the 
finest acres to lima beans, and a few of the 
warm seaside acres to winter vegetables. 
But all, or almost all, without water! 

One is prone to speculate as to how 
much of this present grain and bean range 
might easily and inexpensively—at a mod-

truck, although it is still unfavorable to 
the development of orchards—owing main- 
ly to the winter rise—excepting possibly 
of pear trees. Berries and small fruits, 
however, may be includea withm the list 
of well-adapted crops. The rich black soit. 
after drainage. is exceedingly favorable to 
celery, one of the highest paying of vege- 
tables. The region apvears well sujted to 
rice production, but the farmers have not 
as yet gone in for this popular central 
California crop. 

There remains still an area of what the 
settlers call “damp land.” But this is ad- 
mirably suited tc the growing of sugar 
beets without irrigation. Heavy yields are 
harvested from such land. irrigation, on 
the other hand, has actually tended to limit 
the crop. The proximity of a large sugar 
factory has set a premium upon the pro 
duction of beets. 

In the vegetable line, caulifower makes 
a splendid winter crop, to be fcllowed by 
toes,.corn, tomatoes or bell peppers. 
“he distance from bia markets has tended 
to specialize production in a few vege- 
tables. such as celery and tomatoes. 

Alfalfa, of course, thrives in the district; 
in fact, throughout the damp regicn, lux 
urating in the nearness of the water and 
suffering no discouragement, once given a 
good start, from the presence of alkali. 
The newly drained blocks are generally 
broken in hy means of alfalfa. But this 
«rop enjoys a considerable and unfluctuat- 
ing dem.und in conjunction with dairying. 
Creamertes in Santa Ana provide a ready 
market for Aarge quantities of milk. Hence 


many dai have become estabiished in 
the druinaxe districts. One dairy milk 
300 cows. 


Although the draining away of excess 
water is the necessary condition of the re- 
xion’s worth, still irrigation hax te be re- 
sorted to in the raising of most of the 
crops. But there is not the slightest difi- 
culty about securing water. With little ex- 
pence the ranchers are able to develop ar- 
tesian wells of fine water. But there is a 
simpler and cheaper way to obtain irri- 
pating water. 

More or less of a stream in flowing slug- 
gishly in every drain; and down the main 
ditch to the bay about 200 inches of water 
wre continuously slipping away to be 
wasted in the «ult water. The ranchers, 
therefore, wel. tap these supplies accord- 


chards and gardens by this water wastin« 
to Newport Rav. 

Indeed, the panorama widens as thought 
touches it. Practically from the borders 
of Santa Ana southward, a great triangle 
of almost untenanted land, roughly de- 
marked by Irvine. Ralboa and the San 
Diexe county line, is awaiting only the 
service of an aqueduct from a great water 
source, or catch basin, such as that of these 
drainace districts, to duplicate upon the 
foothills the story of Los ee **

Over 8,000,000 a sweet corn for 
seed was produced commercially in 1922, 
which is an increase of 100 per eent over 
1921, but stin 20 per cent less than the five- 
year average, according to the United States 
Department of Agriculture. 
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HAT 500 pounds of water are required 
to produce one pound of field-cured 
ulfulfa hay, is the interesting deduc- 
tion ‘from a six-vear experiment recently 
completed at the University Farm of the 
Davis branch of the College of Agriculture. 
From the results observed it is clearly defn- 
onstrated that an increase in the irrigation 
water applied to an alfalfa field is reflected 
in an increase in yield, until a certain opt! 
mum application has been reached. After 
that point increase in the depth of applica- 
tion means a decrease in yield and, in eer- 
tuln areas, an increase in the necessity for 
drainage. But until this critical point is 
reached, the addition of 500 pounds of water 
to the surface means an increase of one 
pound of hay. | 
For a period of six years, seven blocks of 
land bearing average stands of alfalfa were 
subjected to different irrigat.on treatments, 
receiving seasonal applications of twelve 
inches, cighteen inches, twenty-four inches, 
thirty inches, thirty-six inches, forty-eight 
inches and sixty inches, respectively. All 
of these applications were in addition to 
the average seasonal rainfall of eighteen 
inches. 
The yields of normal fleld-cured hay in 
creased with each additional application un-

til 36-acre inches per acre had been applied. 
An additional application then showed a de- 
crease in the production and the application 
of 6€-acre inches per acre resulted in a 
great loss of yield. These results are shown 
graphically in the diagram on this page. 


From these results it is clear that in parts 
of the State where soil tynes and climatic 
conditions are similar to those at Davis, 
seasonal applications of 36-acre inches per 
acre will result in a maximum crop of alfal- 
f hay. Fields which receive eitiier more 
water or less water than this amoun: will, 
on an average, produce less than the maxi- 
mum, ether through a lack of available soil 
moisture or through an excess. 

This unit has been called the “gross duty 
of water for alfalfa under local conditions.” 
Thiriy-six acre inches per acre will produce 
more hay per acre than any other applica- 
tion. But since farmers are mofe interest- 
ed in making money than in mAkin¢g alfalfa 
hay, another factor must be sidered. 
Irrigation water usually costs money and 
labor must be expended to insure its proper 
distribution. When values are given to 
these two items,.it is found that the addi- 
tional six inches of water, applied to that 
block which rece.ved the 36-inch applica- 
tion was not justified by an increase in 
yield. in areas where irrigation water is in 
expensive, where alfalfa hay is very valu- 
able and where the drainage hazard result- 
ing from excessive application is slighi. the 
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36-inch application might be justified. But 
such a combination of conditions is very 
rare. Thirty-acre inches per acre is the 
application from which an alfalfa grower in 
the Sacramento Valley, for example, may 
expect his greatest net return and the most 
unlikely increase in ttraimage troubles. This 
unit is called the “economic duty of water” 
and is the application of water which will 
insure the greatest net reiurn in cash to the 
grower, in place of the greatest gross yield. 

A detailed statement of yields, cosis and 
net returns for the six-year period is given 
in the following table, the information be- 
ing taken from Bulletin No. 280 of the Col- 
lege of Agriculture, “The Economical Irri- 
gation cf Alfalfain the Sacramento Valley.” 


field trials in demonstrating that up to the 
point of ithe economic duty of water for al- 
falfa, an increase of 500 pounds of water 
resulted in an increase of one pound of field. 
cured hay. When the samples of hay from 
the tanks were oven dried, %% pounds of 
water were required for one pound of oven.

In an efiort to check these results in oth- 
er areas, a similar set of experiments were 
begun by the Division of Irrigation Practice 
of the College of Agriculture, on a tract of 
land in the Delhi Land Settlement Colony. 
Only one year’s results are obtainable, but 
evidence is given to the belief that even un- 
der conditions of soil and climate which

Additional experiments were conducted 
at the University Farm with alfalfa plants 
in tanks, where the use of irrigation water 
could be carefully observed. These tanks 
received the same applications given to the 
field -trials, and the use of water was deter- 
mined by repeated weighings of the tank 
snd its contents. These results veritied the
